taking orders for spirituous, vinous, m alt or in ­ 
toxicating liquors w ithout first having procured 
a licen se therefor, prescribing the manner and 
method of procuring license, and providing pen­ 
a lties for violation thereof. 
SECTION ONE 
Be it ordained by the common council of the 
City of R ushville. Indiana, that it shall be un­ 
law ful for any person to solicit or take orders 
for any spiritous. vinous, m alt or in toxicating 
liquors in and abonr the streets, alleys, hotels, 
business houses, 
private dw elling or any pub­ 
lic or private place in said City, w ithout first 
having procured a license therefor and paid the 
fees tor such license as hereinafter prescribed, 
provided this ordinance shall not apply to the 
legitim ate sale of such liquors by drug stores 
as now provided by statu tes of Indana. 
BECTION TWO. 
Before any person shall solicit or take orders 
for any spiritous, vinous, m alt or in toxicating 
liquors in and about the streets, alleys, hotels, 
business houses, private dw ellings or any pub­ 
ic or private place, such person shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the City ot R ushville, Indiana, the 
sum of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars for each day 
such person shall desire to solicit or take orders 
in said City and shall procure the Treasurer's

A BATTLE OF THE WINDS. 


When Boreas and Notus Rage at Each 
Other on the Bosporus. 
By a strange phenomenon. If the 
south wind prevails the superficial cur­ 
rent of the Bosporus is reversed, 
though the inferior current continues 
its accustomed course. 
Then the wa­ 
ters on the surface are piled tum ultu­ 
ously back upon one another, and the 
quays, which are several feet above 
the ordinary Bosporus level, are flood­ 
ed and perhaps made impassable. 
At 
such times caiques and smaller boats 
do not dare to venture upon the tem ­ 
pestuous surface. 
Sometimes 
a 
strong 
wind 
blows 
northward from the Marmora, and an­ 
other wind as strong blows with equal 
violence southward from the Black 
sea. 
Then, as one gazes from some 
central point like Roumeli Ilissar, he 
beholds ships under full sail m ajestic­ 
ally approaching each other from both 
directions till at last they are only 
two or three miles apart. 
Between 
them lies a belt of moveless sea, into 
which they are forced and on which 
they drift helplessly about and per­ 
haps crash into each other's sides. 
This is a duel royal between Boreas 
and Notus and may continue for hours. 
Gradually the zone of calm is forced 
north or south. At last one wind with­ 
draws like a defeated champion from 
the arena. 
The ships which It has 
brought thus far drop their anchors 
and wait or else hire one of the nu­ 
merous steam tugs which are paddling 
expectantly about. 
The ships which 
have come with the victorious wind 
triumphantly resume their course, and 
meanwhile their sailors mock and jeer 
their fellow mariners whose breeze 
has failed them.—From “Constantino 
pie,” by Dr. Edwin A. Grosvenor.

can they stand it? I should think 
soldiers' living with Death, and Dead 
about-them all the time would go in- 
sane. One frequently 
hears that. 


The answer is easy. The men very 
quickly get used to it all. Take this 
example: 


As our party returned to the mo- 


tore today at sundown, after walk- 
ing over the Champagne battlefield, 
two carts pushed quickly past us. 
On a canvas stretcher beneath the 
horse^shoe axle of each, lay a sol- 
dier fully clothed. 


"Wounded?" 
someone 
asked, 


"Yes," 
said 
an 
officer 
and 


changed the subject. 
But the sol- 


diers 
pushing 
the carts 
were 


strangely careless with the wounded 
men. They 
walked rapidly 
and 


took no pains to keep the wheels out 
of the - smaller 
shell-holes. 
The 


forms rocked and pitched and sway- 
ed. The odd attitude of one of them 
faccinated me; he .was on his back, 
liis arms crossed 
before, but not 


touching his face nor touching each 
otber. With every lurch of the cart 
liis arms waved about ridigly and 
stuck just where they were. 
:; 


A second man accompanied .each 


vehicle and these two were "kid- 
ding" each other. The first threw a 
clod at the second and the second 
replied by flinging his metal helmet 
at the first. There was a burst of 
laughter &udi as the carts stopped 
to 
• permit?the pushers- to mop their 


[irespiring brows, the two young- 
tcrs—they were about 20.—began 
:o chase each other round and rouud 
the stretchers.

Meantime we.drew up to the little 


procession. The soldier still lay with 
liis arms crossed as though ward- 
ing off a blow. The soldiers on the 
stretchers of course, were dead; kill- 
ed the night before 
in the 
front 


trenches and now under cover of the 
twilight haze, a mixture of purple 


apor.s and cannon smoke, their four 
fellows were taking the bodies to one 
of the new Champagne cemeteries at 
the rear. Lifting the torn cap from 
the face of the soldier 
with the 


crossed arms, sonic one asked in a 
hushed voice: 
. 


"How did it happen?" 
"Stray bullet," 
the earUpiisher 


responded laconically. "Whew! It's 
pretty warm today!" 


The stiff armed soldier's 
death 


had been instantaneous. lie stiff- 
ened as be had fallen, 'his anus be- 
fore liis face. He had been n very 
voung man. A small 
mustache, 


flaxen light, was on his upper lip. 
The cap .was replaced and we went 
our way, leaving the living and. dead 
to go'theirs'.

Now don't misunderstand. These 


four men escorting their dead com- 
rades to the graveyard were not un- 
feeling nor pitiless :in the ordinary 
sense. Taken from 
refined homes, 


Drobably, where the -sight of 
pain 


tiurt-them deeply; and from an en- 
vironment where the presence of the 
dead -was .depressing and awesome, 
,hey> were suddenly plunged into war 
•ind slaughter and agony and death 
until their senses 
were deadened. 


Their power 
of appreciation 
had 


iceq nullified. Dead men no longer 
iwed them, blood no longer sickened 
hem.
